Dog  licenses  expire  on  April  1.  New  licenses  may  be 
obtained  during  the  last  week  in  March.  Dogs  must  be 
licensed  when  they  become  three  months  of  age.  Mail 
orders  receive  prompt  attention.  If  a  dog  has  been  licensed 
previously  in  the  town,  no  information  need  be  sent.  If 
a  new  dog  is  to  be  licensed  the  description  should  include, 
color,  age,  breed,  name  of  dog,  and  owner’s  name.  Checks 
should  be  made  out  to  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

A  person  who  becomes  the  owner  of  a  dog  which  has 
already  been  licensed  for  the  year  in  another  city  or  town, 
should,  within  30  days  secure  a  transfer  license  and  local 
tag.  The  fee  is  25  cents.  A  transfer  license  should  also  be 
obtained  when  ownership  changes  in  the  same  town.  A 
transfer  is  not  necessary  in  temporary  removal. 

If  a  tag  becomes  lost,  a  duplicate  may  be  obtained. 
The  charge  is  10  cents.

Sporting  licenses  may  be  issued  as  early  as  the  last 
week  in  December.  For  1955  the  number  is  printed  on  the 
reverse  side  of  the  license  and  is  carried  in  a  small  plastic 
container.  Sportsmen  should  display  it  on  their  outer  cloth¬ 
ing  whenever  hunting,  fishing,  or  trapping. 

The  act  to  issue  free  sporting  licenses  to  members  of 
the  military  or  naval  service  was  repealed  in  1954.  In¬ 
formation  regarding  the  changes  in  requirements  for  hunt¬ 
ing  licenses  issued  to  minors  between  the  ages  of  fifteen 
and  eighteen  may  be  obtained  from  the  clerk. 
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Action  Taken  at  Town  Meetings  During  1954 

MARCH  1,  1954 

Votes  on  election  of  officers,  appropriations,  and  rou¬ 
tine  articles  have  been  onaitted. 

IT  WAS  VOTED: 

Article  1 

That  the  annual  town  report  be  accepted  as  printed. 

Article  8 

To  transfer  to  Surplus  Revenue  the  sum  of  $800.00 
which  amount  was  transferred  from  the  Disability 
Assistance  account  to  the  Department  of  Public 
V/elfare  Perpetual  Administration  account,  under 
Article  5  of  the  warrant  for  the  special  town  meet¬ 
ing  held  on  Dec.  29,  1953;  it  was  also  voted  that  a 
committee  consisting  of  Roger  Lonergan,  Donald 
Agar  and  a  third  member  to  be  appointed  by  them 
investigate  the  public  welfare  adhrinistration  ac¬ 
counts. 

Article  10 

To  transfer  $1,000.00  from  the  Machinery  Fund  to  the 
Machinery  Account. 

Article  11 

To  accept  two  trust  funds  of  $100.00  each  left  for  the 
care  of  cemetery  lots  —  the  first  from  Irving  Mullet 
for  Lot  No.  71,  South  Cemetery,  the  second  from  T. 
F.  Murphy,  for  Lot  No.  67,  Pine  Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  12 

That  the  sum  of  $1,100.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  81  high¬ 
way  maintenance,  and  that  in  addition,  the  sum  of 
$12,100.00  be  transferred  from  unappropriated  avail¬ 
able  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  state’s  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  reimbursements  from  the 
state  to  be  restored,  upon  their  receipt,  to  unap¬ 
propriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Article  14 

That  the  sum  of  $2,750.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
meet  the  town's  share  of  Chapter  90  highway  con¬ 
struction,  and  that,  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $8,250.00 
be  transferred  from  unappropriated  available  funds 
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in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  state’s  and  county’s  share 
of  the  cost  of  the  werk,  the  reimbursements  from 
the  state  and  county  to  be  restored,  upon  their  re¬ 
ceipt  to  the  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the 
treasurj^,  said  funds  to  be  used  for  improvements  on 
South,  Spencer  and  Robinson  roads. 

Article  15 

That  the  town  appropriate  from  their  surplus  revenue  the 
sum  of  $8,000.00  to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
in  figuring  the  1954  tax  rate,  same  to  help  reduce  the 
amount  of  the  tax  rate  in  1954. 

Article  16 

To  pass  over  the  article  relating  to  raising  and  appropri¬ 
ating  a  sum  of  money  for  the  Oakham  Civilian  De¬ 
fense  Organization. 

Article  20 

Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Committee  to  set  up  and 
operate  a  school  lunch  program  in  the  Oakham  Cen¬ 
ter  School. 

Article  21 

That  the  sum  of  $800.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  set 
up  and  operate  a  school  lunch  program,  $500.00  of 
this  amount  to  be  used  to  set  up  the  program  and  to 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Memorial  Hall  Basement 
Committee  and  $300.00  to  be  used  to  operate  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Article  22 

To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  or  trade  the  Interna¬ 
tional  TD9  bulldozer,  the  proceeds  of  which  to  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Machinery  Fund. 

Articles  24  and  25 

To  pass  over  the  articles  relating  to  the  raising  and  ap¬ 
propriating  of  $600.00  to  improve  Gaffney  road,  and 
$1200.00  to  improve  and  oil  a  section  of  Scott  road. 

Article  26 

To  authorize  and  direct  the  selectmen  to  petition  the 
General  Court  for  authority  to  convey  to  the  Oakham 
Evangelical  Congregational  Church  that  portion  of 
the  Town  Common  of  Oakham  as  shown  on  a  plan 
dated  February  1954,  drawn  by  R.  H.  Lonergan,  C.  E. 
and  entitled  “Plan  of  Land  to  be  Acquired  by  the 
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Oakham  Evangelical  Congregational  Church”  and  also 
all  rights  to  any  rooms  of  the  church  building  which 
the  town  of  Oakham  may  now  possess  and  also  the 
right  to  take  water  by  the  present  pipe  line  from  the 
water  system  in  the  Memorial  Hall  Building,  and  to 
maintain,  replace,  and  repair  said  pipe  line  between 
the  Memorial  Hall  Building  and  the  Church  build¬ 
ing,  and  also  the  right  to  connect  to  and  use  the  town 
sewage  disposal  system  which  now  serves  the  Memo¬ 
rial  Hall  and  Center  School. 

APRIL  22,  1954 

IT  WAS  VOTED: 

Article  1 

That  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  transferred  from  the  Mach¬ 
inery  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Account,  $860.00  of  this 
amount  to  be  used  towards  the  purchase  of  a  trac¬ 
tor  loader  and  the  remainder  to  be  used  for  ordinary 
maintenance  charges. 

Article  2 

Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  Roger  H.  Lonergan  submit¬ 
ted  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  to  investigate  the  public  wel¬ 
fare  administration  accounts.  The  committee,  consist¬ 
ing  of  Selectmen  Lonergan,  Donald  C.  Agar  and  Al¬ 
fred  S.  Walker,  chosen  by  them  as  third  member,  con¬ 
ferred  with  State  Representative  Paul  L.  Hinckley 
of  Holden,  who  referred  the  matter  to  Herman  B. 
Dine,  State  Director  of  Accounts.  Mr.  Dine  ruled 
that  the  three  accounts  under  federal  grants  were 
legal,  but  that  the  account  known  as  the  Perpetual 
Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  and 
Disabled  Assistance  Administration  Account  was  not 
authorized.  The  committee  recommended  that  the 
account  be  frozen  until  the  next  special  town  meet¬ 
ing  when  the  money  should  be  voted  back  to  sur¬ 
plus  revenue,  and  provision  made  for  administration 
expenses. 

JUNE  22,  1954 

IT  WAS  VOTED: 

Article  1 

That  the  town  convey,  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  exe¬ 
cute  the  necessary  legal  documents  to  convey  to  the 
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Evangelical  Congregational  Church  of  Oakhaiu  that 
portion  of  the  Town  Common  shown  on  plan  en¬ 
titled  “Plan  of  Land  to  be  acquired  by  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Congregational  Church  of  Oakham”  drawn 
by  R.  H.  Lonergan  C.  E.  and  dated  February,  1954, 
and  that  the  town  also  convey  to  said  church  the  fol¬ 
lowing  rights  and  privileges: 

First  —  All  rights  which  the  town  now  has  in  the 
building  located  on  the  premises,  except  that  the 
town  shall  retain  all  rights  and  responsibilities  to 
the  town  clock  which  is  located  in  the  building. 

Second  —  The  right  to  use  water  from  the  present 
system  serving  Memorial  Hall  and  Center  School 
and  to  use,  maintain,  and  replace  the  existing  pipe 
line  between  Memorial  Hall  and  the  church  build¬ 
ing. 

Third  —  The  right  to  connect  to  and  use  the  town 
sewage  system  which  now  serves  Memorial  Hall 
and  Center  School  subject  to  approval  by  the  pro¬ 
per  authorities. 

Article  2 

That  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  certain  other  towns  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  118B  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended,  for 
the  purpose  of  setting  up  a  welfare  district. 

Article  3 

That  the  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil¬ 
dren,  and  Disabled  Assistance  Administration  Account 
which  was  set  up  as  a  perpetual  account  at  a  spe¬ 
cial  town  meeting  on  Dec.  27,  1951,  be  discontinued 
and  any  and  all  funds  now  in  the  account  be  return¬ 
ed  to  the  excess  and  deficiency  account. 

Article  4 

That  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  transferred  from  unappropri¬ 
ated  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  set  up  a  Pub¬ 
lic  Welfare  Admini  '■.tration  Account  to  be  used  for 
public  welfare  administration  expenses  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year. 

Article  5 

That  the  sum  of  $500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
use  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  Aid  to  De¬ 
pendent  Children  during  the  remainder  of  tlv  year. 
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Article  6 

That  the  sum  of  $1200.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
use  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  Disability 
Assistance  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Article  7 

That  the  sum  of  $500.0  be  transferred  from  the  Machin¬ 
ery  Fund  to  the  Machinery  Account  to  be  used  for 
ordinary  maintenance  expenses  during  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  year.

Your  Board  of  Trustees  have  experienced  a  very  act¬ 
ive  year.  A  number  of  very  necessary  repairs  have  been 
made  A  very  stubborn  leak  in  the  roof,  near  the  chimney, 
we  believe  has  been  stopped.  An  unsatisfactory  paint 
job  has  been  replaced  while  several  permanent  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  added  among  them  being  the  installation 
of  toilet  facilities  with  running  water  to  necessary  loca¬ 
tions  within  the  building.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  it 
was  found  necessary  to  practically  rewire  the  entire  build¬ 
ing  and  this  has  now  been  done.  We  believe  that  this  work 
of  installing  a  permanent  improvement  each  year  should 
continue  and  would  recommend  the  installation  of  casement 
windows  to  affect  a  saving  in  fuel  costs.

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LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT 


Report  to  the  Trustees  of  Fobes  Memorial  Library 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  3285  books 
on  the  shelves.  Throughout  the  year  410  new  and  donated 
books  were  added  (250  children’s  books,  160  adult  books): 
Total  of  3693  books.  105  books  were  removed,  i.e.,  at  pre¬ 
sent  there  are  3588  books  on  the  shelves. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  all 
friends  who  have  given  us  books  and  other  gifts.  Twenty- 
four  adults  and  children  have  made  application  for  cards. 

The  Sugden  Library  of  Spencer  has  loaned  us  119 
books  (57  western;  62  detective  and  mystery). 

For  the  “Adult  Adventure  in  Reading”  group,  36  books 
have  been  loaned  from  the  Haskins  Library  of  North  Brook¬ 
field;  and  21  books  from  the  Congregational  Library  of  Bos¬ 
ton. 

Sixteen  books  were  loaned  by  Albert  Parkman.  The 
majority  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  high  school  reading. 

Books  in  circulation  this  year  amounted  to  5055.  From 
our  own  shelves:  3739  to  school  children;  642  to  adults. 
Books  on  loan:  594  to  adults;  80  to  school  children. 

There  were  twenty-two  magazine  subscriptions  on  the 
table.  700  copies  were  in  circulation  this  year.  The  maga¬ 
zines  are  as  follows:  Advance  (gift),  Our  Dumb  Animals 
gift).  Better  Homes  and  Gardens,  Reader’s  Digest  (gift), 
Science  Digest,  Etude,  Good  Housekeeping,  National  Geo¬ 
graphic,  Ladies  Home  Journal,  Holiday,  Popular  Mech¬ 
anics,  Jr.  Natural  History,  Open  Road  for  Boys,  Parents 
Magazine,  P.-T.A.  Magazine,  Saturday  Evening  Post,  Life, 
Sport,  Sports  Illustrated,  Consumers  Buying  Guide  Con¬ 
sumers  Report,  Time. 

Sports  Illustrated  is  a  new  subscription  as  of  August, 
and  one  of  the  most  popular. 

There  were  sixteen  State  Reading  Certificates  issued 
at  the  school  in  June. 

The  Story  Hour  was  considerably  enlarged  this  sum¬ 
mer.  Twenty-eight  pre-school  children  (3-6  yrs.)were  en¬ 
tertained  by  Mrs.  Ethel  Morse.  Twenty  children  in  the 
First  and  Second  Grades  were  entertained  by  Miss  Dorothy 
Day. 

Ice  cream  and  cookies  were  served  at  the  close  of  the 
nine  weeks  session.  No  attendance  awards  were  given, 
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as  the  attendance  varied,  but  small  parcels  of  candy 
were  given  to  each  child. 

It  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  supply  mate¬ 
rial  requested  by  the  high  school  students  for  their  book 
reports.  A  list  of  books  of  required  reading  was  sent  to 
the  library,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  on  our 
shelves  a  good  number  of  the  books  listed. 

The  installation  of  the  water  system  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-four  has  been  a  good  year.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  and  citizens  of  Oakham: 

I  herewith  present  my  seventh  report  and  the  fifty- 
fifth  of  the  series. 

During  the  year  educational  progress  has  been  made 
by  introducing  a  lunch  program  and  purchasing  more 
equipment  and  books.  With  the  assistance  of  the  P.-T.A. 
and  a  town  appropriation,  a  part  of  the  basement  was  made 
available  for  preparing  and  serving  school  lunches. 

Mrs.  Ethel  L.  Morse  was  employed  as  School  Lunch 
Manager,  beginning  September  1st.  An  average  of  fifty- 
seven  25  cent  lunches  have  been  served  each  school  dav. 

The  State  assists  the  Town  bv  contributing  9  cents  per 
lunch,  plus  commoditv  sunnlies.  The  State  also  contributes 
2  cents  to  4  cents  on  each  bottle  of  milk,  if  milk  is  pur¬ 
chased  to  supplement  the  hom:e  prepared  lunch. 

However,  it  will  still  be  necessary  for  the  Town  to  ap¬ 
propriate  a  small  amount  each  year  to  support  the  lunch 
program,  due  to  the  small  number  of  lunches  purchased. 

We  were  fortunate  to  maintain  the  three  experienced 
teachers;  Mrs.  Esther  G.  Hawkes  -  Grades  VI.  VII  and  VIII; 
Mrs.  Winifred  B.  Lane  -  Grades  III,  IV  and  V;  Miss  Helena 
K.  Rutherford  -  Grades  I  and  II.  We  all  know  that  teachers 
make  the  school.  Supplies  and  equipment  are  secondary 
agents. 

The  transportation  conveyors,  Leonard  A.  Hardy  and 
John  O’Donnell  have  carried  very  satisfactorily  seventy 
pupils  to  the  Center  School  and  Mrs.  Alice  Foley,  Mrs.  Mary 
H.  Parsons  and  Willard  C.  Rutherford  have  transported 
very  satisfactorily  high  school  students  to  North  Brookfield 
and  the  Wachusett  Regional  High  School. 

The  State  reported,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1954, 
that:

The  pupils  also  have  an  opportunity  to  go  to  the  library 
where  they  are  learning  to  find  information  needed  and 
to  get  books  for  recreational  reading.  Mrs.  Lane’s  room  has 
many  new  books  for  extra  reading  also. 

This  last  September,  the  Hot  Lunch  Program  was 
started  and  an  average  of  75  per  cent  eat  daily. 

Our  school  was  100  per  cent  in  its  collection  for  the 
Junior  Red  Cross  and  also  gave  to  the  Tuberculosis  Seal 
Drive. 

Our  school  is  fortunate  to  have  such  fine  cooperation 
between  its  parents,  teachers  and  school  officials. 

Mrs  .Brenda  T.  Sullivan,  school  nurse,  reports  the 
annual  physical  examination  for  children  in  Grades  I,  IV 
and  VII  has  been  completed.  A  pre-school  clinic  was  held 
with  parents  present.  The  purpose  of  this  examination  is 
to  check  the  health  of  the  child  and  to  insure  his  best  phy¬ 
sical  condition  when  he  begins  school. 

The  annual  vision  test  has  been  given  and  most  of  the 
defects  corrected.  Three  diphtheria  immunization  clinics 
were  held  and  31  students  were  inoculated.  Routine  work 
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has  been  carried  on  as  follows:  Weighed  and  measured  65, 
Vision  test  62,,  hearing  test  46,  Clinic  4. 

Miss  Ruth  S.  Innes,  Music  Supervisor,  reports  that 
through  our  school  music  program  we  are  trying  to  deve¬ 
lop  in  all  the  children  an  intelligent  appreciation  and  un¬ 
derstanding  of  music  and  a  lasting  interest  in  music  as  a 
life  resource.  The  proper' use  of  the  singing  voice  through 
rote  singing  and  music  reading  is  stressed. 

A  fine  record  library  is  now  available  and  at  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  level  the  principal  types  of  music  studied 
are:  classic  dance  types,  national  dances,  the  march,  tone 
poems,  and  music  from  the  theater.  The  students  appeared 
publicly  in  the  graduation  program  and  also  at  Christmas 
time. 

Mrs.  Dorothea  S.  Roth,  Art  Supervisor,  reports  that 
Art  is  a  universal  language,  a  medium  of  communication 
which  affords  an  opportunity  for  the  individual  to  use  his 
materials  as  a  release  of  his  ideas  in  design,  crafts,  draw¬ 
ing,  painting  and  Art  appreciation.  Through  the  release  of 
these  ideas  lettering,  posters,  and  seasonal  decorations  were 
completed.  Art  has  progressed  for  many  years  in  Oakham. 
My  aim  is  to  continue  the  program  started  by  the  previous 
instructors  and  to  further  the  art  education  program  in 
any  way  which  will  benefit  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools. 

For  the  seventh  year,  I  wish  to  thank  all  for  the  assist¬ 
ance  given  me.

SCHOOL  LUNCH  MANAGER 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  School  Committee: 

I  am  glad  to  present  this  first  annual  report  to  you 
and  the  citizens  of  Oakham.  It  being  a  first  report  of 
the  School  Lunch  Program  it  will  of  necessity  be  lengthy. 

Both  the  A  type  (protein,  vegetable  and/or  fruit,  bread 
and  butter,  milk)  and  C  type  (milk  only)  meals  were  served 
beginning  the  first  day  of  school,  September  8,  1954.  The 
average  daily  A  type  servings  to  the  students  were  fifty- 
seven  and  the  C  type  was  seven  over  this  four  month 
period.  This  is  nearly  one  hundred  percent  participation 
as  the  daily  average  attendance  was  seventy-nine;  twelve 
of  this  number  being  able  to  go  home  to  dinner.  These 
pupils  eat  with  us,  too,  sometimes.  Adult  servings  includ¬ 
ing  teachers,  school  personnel,  manager  and  workers  ave¬ 
raged  three  and  one-haK  daily.  The  smallest  number  of  A 
type  meals  served  was  forty-six  during  the  measle  epide- 
demic  and  the  largest  was  eighty  the  day  we  had  a  Christ¬ 
mas  turkey  dinner.  ■  With  one  exception  every  child  has 
participated  at  some  time  in  the  A  type  lunch  program. 

Several  of  the  older  girls  have  been  very  good  help 
in  the  kitchen  at  recess  and  during  the  noon  hour  and  have 
earned  their  meals  this  way. 

Without  the  splendid  cooperation  of  our  teachers,  Mrs. 
Hawkes,  Mrs.  Lane  and  Miss  Rutherford  we  could  not  have 
a  successful  lunch  program.  Each  teacher  collects  and 
keeps  her  own  daily  money  records  for  her  room,  fills  out 
the  daily  report  slip  for  me,  and  thus  the  daily  attendance, 
participation  and  student  receipts  are  recheckable  by  me, 
if  necesesary.  This  extra  daily  chore  by  the  teachers  is 
very  m.uch  appreciated.  The  teachers  maintain  their  own 
discipline  in  the  dining  area  and  I  am  grateful  for  this, 
a^so. 

The  P.-T.A.  School  Lunch  Committee  has  spent  over 
twc-hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00)  at  the  present  time 
in  equipping  the  kitchen.  This  money  includes  donations 
from  the  Oakham  Grange,  The  American  Legion  and  the 
American  Legion  Auxiliarjc  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peter  Morris 
donated  an  electric  refrigerator  and  we  have  a  well  set 
up  kitchen  for  a  small  school.  Mrs.  Robert  Johnson  and 
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Orton  Butler  have  given  us  freezer  space,  and  Mr.  Butler 
has  been  very  helpful  in  securing  provisions  and  giving 
discount. 

The  women  who  have  given  many  hours  of  their 
time  and  labor  helping  in  the  preparation  and  serving  of 
hot  lunches  deserve  much  credit.  Their  names  follow,
